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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-9, the examiner found no reference in the prior 
art that disclosed or made obvious a method for generating a three-dimensional dataset 
comprising the step of: acquiring a plurality of projection images from different locations on an 
arbitrary imaging trajectory, as recited in independent claim 1. See also applicant's definition of 
"arbitrary imaging trajectory" (Remarks, pp 8-10; received 05/18/06). 

4. As per claim 10 and dependent claims 11-16, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious a tangible, machine readable media comprising: code 
adapted to control acquisition of a plurality of projection images from different locations on an 
arbitrary imaging trajectory as recited in independent claim 10. See also applicant's definition of 
"arbitrary imaging trajectory" (Remarks, pp 8-10; received 05/18/06). 

5. As per claims 17, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious an imaging system comprising: means for acquiring a plurality of projection images 
from different locations on an arbitrary imaging trajectory, as recited in independent claim 17. 
See also applicant's definition of "arbitrary imaging trajectory" (Remarks, pp 8-10; received 
05/18/06). 

6 As per claim 18 and dependent claims 19-21, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious an X-ray source configured to move along an arbitrary 
imaging trajectory and a detector configured to detect X-rays emitted by the X-ray source at 
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different locations on the arbitrary imaging trajectory, as recited in independent claim 18. See 
also applicant's definition of "arbitrary imaging trajectory" (Remarks, pp 8-10; received 
05/18/06). 

7. As per claim 22 and dependent claims 23-25, the examiner found no reference in the 
prior art that disclosed or made obvious an imaging system comprising a plurality of X-ray 
sources, wherein each X-ray source is located at different locations on an arbitrary imaging 
trajectory and wherein each X-ray ray source is individually activated, as recited in independent 
claim 22. See also applicant's definition of "arbitrary imaging trajectory" (Remarks, pp 8-10; 
received 05/18/06).
